among the 
very p oor, and the idle 
classes among the rich.**

Holtzman Answers Demand for Fact* 


by a Show of Irony. 


Indianapoils, Ind.. May 9.—Ex-Mayor 
J ohn W. Holtzman has replied pub­ 
licly to the letter of Alonzo Greene 
Smith, challenging him to make good 
bis accusation that some of the mem­ 
bers of the committee who voted for 
the re-election of O’Brien did so be-1 
cause they were corrupted by the use 
of money. 
Holtzman dodged the issue I 
made by Smith by replying that Smith 
had misunderstood him. 
He said he 
did not say directly that members 
were influenced with money, but that 
he had merely pointed to the fact that 
there were rumors of the use of mon­ 
ey. 
He referred to the publication of 
these rumors in several papers in sup­ 
port of his claims. 
Holtzman iron­ 
ically 
construed 
the 
remainder 
of 
Smith’s letter as an admission of the 
truth of his assertions that the party 
has not been properly managed dur­ 
ing the la st few years. 
The irony of 
his letter caused considerable amuse­ 
ment, as Smith is a fighter of the bull­ 
dog stamp and is one of Taggart’s 
lieutenants. 
In his reply Holtzman 
said: 
“ I am indeed glad to know that 
you join me in protesting against the 
methods that have obtained in the 
management of the Democratic party 
in Indiana in the last few years, and 
that you believe with me that we 
should rid the party of those who hold 
the interests of the breweries and the 
Monte Carlos of Indiana above the in­ 
terests of the party.’* 


The Democratic sta te committee met 
a t 11 a- m., today for the osten 
sible purpose of arranging for the 
convention, but most of the session 
was occupied in discussion of a new 
code of rules and in preparation of a 
statement to the public. 
Some of the 
leaders expressed the opinion that 
Chairman O Brien ought to issue a 
public sta tem ent to fully explain the 
situation to the m a sses and to offset 
the claims that ex-Mayor Holtzman 
and his reorganizers are making. The 
reorganizers will be minus the active 
support of J . Kirby Risk of Lafayette, 
Tenth district chairman and one of 
the most rampant anti-Tnggart-O’Bri- 
en members of the committee. 
The 
fact that he did not attend* the m eet­ 
ing here last week when the League 
for the Recovery of Majority Rule 
was organized, has caused some com­ 
ment 
He explained his absence, how 
ever, to a number who made Inquiries. 
He said that S. Paul Poynter of Sulli­ 
van, one of Holtzman’s lieutenants, 
wrote him a letter inviting him to at­ 
tend the meeting. 
“ I replied to Poyn­ 
ter.” said Risk, “ that I did what I 
could in J anuary toward reorganiza­ 
tion of the committee, and that in my 
opinion there is nothing more to be 
done toward reorganization this year. 
I added that if he and his friends in 
the Second district were dissatisfied 
with the man they elected chairman, 
that they should see to It in 1908 that 
he is not re-elected.” 
Risk declared 
emphatically that he does not favor 
any movement to abolish the present 
organization. 
He is here, however, to 
vigorously advocate some ideas he 
has for the conduct of the campaign. 
He said that 
Taggart and O’Brien 
could make a ten-strike by appoint­ 
ing some good man from the other 
wing of the party as secretary of the 
sta te committee, and by Taggart’s vol 
untary retirement as treasurer of the 
organization. 
If Taggart will step 
aside as treasurer and if someone from 
the anti-Taggart side is appointed sec­ 
retary in the place of J oe Reiley. pres 
ent incumbent, he said the optrosltion 
will be satisfied and the party will b e . 
in much better position to win. 
He j 
declared that if Taggart continues as 
treasurer he wdll do so because of j 
selfish motives and not for the good f 
of the party. 
Risk and several others 
are still advocating a two-days’ sta te 
convention, but their plan has been 
opposed by the O’Brien contingent,

One of the callers at the Democratic 
sta te committee rooms today was Col. j 
Eb. Henderson of Martinsville, an al 
most forgotten figure in Indiana poll 
tica. Colonel Henderson was for m a ny, 
years one of the loading Hooaier poli­ 
ticians. 
He was sta te auditor over a 
quarter of a century ago. and during 
the campaigns of 1884 and 1S86 he was ’ 
chairman of the Democratic sta te com j 
mittee. 
He was appointed to a good j 
federal 
position 
during 
Cleveland’s 
first administration. 
He is now sev­ 
enty three years old and 
has long 
since retired from the political game. 
He is just as enthusia stic a Demo , 
crat as ever, and he said he expects 
to be a deleg a te to the coming sta te 
convention. 
Colonel Henderson gain 
ed wide notoriety after Cleveland’s 
first election because he was credited 
with the authorship of a scurrilous 
campaign song, whkh came near keep­ 
ing him out of federal office, as Cleve­ 
land disliked it.

Washington, May 9.—Aside from a 
few minutes devoted to the reception 
of the Allison amendment to the rail­ 
road rate bill and half an hour given 
to routine business, the sena te de­ 
voted its entire session yesterday to 
the Ineffectual consideration of the El­ 
kins amendment prohibiting common 
carriers from engaging in mining coal 
or in the production of other com­ 
modities in competition with shippers, 
and adjourned at 5 p. m. in a sta te of 
great confusion as to the exact sub­ 
ject before it. 
The disorder was due 
to the fact that a number of substi­ 
tutes for amendments to the original 
amendment were offered. 
During the 
day the senate decided the heretofore 
disputed point that under the agree­ 
ment the chair can entertain a motion 
to lay on the table. 
It refused, how­ 
ever, by a vote of 29 to 49. to lay the 
Elkins provision on the table. 
That 
amendment and the various modifica­ 
tions were therefore in order when 
the rate bill was taken up today. 
Senator Aldrich, who interjected a 
criticism of the Elkins provision, w*as 
straightway engaged in a colloquy 
with Senator Bailey, during which the 
latter said that the carriers were op­ 
posing the amendment. 
“ That is not 
true, unless 1 am a carrier,” respond­ 
ed the Rhode Island senator; but Mr. 
Bailey responded that he did not mean 
to be so understood. 
“ Nor.” he said, 
“ am I one of those who are always 
imputing motives to the senator from 
Rhode Island. 
He is as good as his 
party. 
He has a way when he cannot 
get a victory of making a defeat ap­ 
pear as a victory, but in that respect 
he has an illustrious example in the 
head of his party. 
The senator is not 
a 
carrier, 
but 
the 
carriers’ 
best 
friend.” 
At. this juncture there was much 
confusion among senators as to the 
question before the senate, and it rose 
to such a height that after remarking 
that “ we are all balled up,” Senator 
Tillman moved to lay the pending 
amendment and all amendments on 
the table. The question as to whether 
Mr. Tillman’s motion was in order was 
then submitted to the sena te and the 
first roll-call of the day was taken. 
After the roll-call had begun the 
chair stated that the vote was on the 
question of his authority to entertain 
a motion to lay on the table under the 
unanimous agreement. 
The question 
was decided in the affirmative 51 to 29. 
The vote was then taken on Mr. Till­ 
man’s motion to lay on the tabie, 
which w’as lost, 29 to 49. 
Senator 
Hale then moved an executive session, 
expressing the opinion that the sen­ 
ate could do more toward disentang­ 
ling the knot into w’hich it had got 
itself by postponing further consid­ 
eration for the day. 
He yielded long 
enough, however, to permit Senator 
Tillman to offer a substitute for the 
Elkins amendment. 
The house devoted the day to the 
naval appropriation bill, and accom­ 
plished the reading for amendment of 
the first fifteen pages 
During this 
time several topics incident to the 
measure were discussed, including the 
difficulty of obtaining enlisted men in 
the navy, the location of the naval 
training station on the great lakes, the 
cost of smokeless powder, and finally 
the unnecessary expenditure of $ 100,- 
006 a year for chains for ship*.

Ba rton W. S. Ca ldwell wa s a nother 
pioneer tha t I overlooked.

Another pioneer wa s Cla ib S. Don­ 
a ldson, a sa ddler.

Sha rpener Ba ud. ” 
In the ea rly forties, Festus H a ll, 
J ohn W. Ba rber, Col. A. Posey a nd 
my fa ther, H. W. Ca rr, were pa rtners 
in buy ing a nd delivering hogs to C in­ 
cin n a ti.
